WILMINGTON - The Wilm- 
ington Police Department is 
still seeking to ascertain the 
whereabouts of Katherine 
Diaz-Mira, a 16 year old girl 
who was announced as miss- 
ing last Thursday. 

Diaz-Mira is described as 
being Hispanic with brown 
hair and brown eyes, stand- 
ing at 5’ 4” and weighing 208 
pounds. 

She was announced as mis- 
sing by the National Center 
for Exploited or Missing 
Children on Sunday, with 
postings made online and 
across various social media 
platforms to try and drum 
awareness. 

Despite these efforts, Diaz- 
Mira’s exact whereabouts 


remain unknown. 

Wilmington Lieutenant Bri- 
an Pupa stated the Diaz-Mira 
is considered a runaway and 
the Department has reason to 
believe that she is now in the 
Lawrence or Malden area. 

“She has connections 
there,” Pupa said. “She’s 
never actually lived here per- 
manently in Wilmington.” 

Diaz-Mira was briefly a 
resident at a group on High 
Street prior to her running 
away. 

“We’re working with Nat- 
ional Center for Exploited or 
Missing Children,” Pupa 
said. “[Diaz-Mira] is certain- 
ly a runaway. We’re hopeful 
to be locating her.”

Dokos under house arrest, 
banned from Tewksbury 


Former wrestling champion awaits hearing 
for assault and battery case

Broce Dokos, 18, who recent- 
ly moved to Lawrence, has 
been released on bail follow- 
ing a detention hearing. 

Dokos is accused of com- 
mitting assault and battery 
against a former football 
teammate, which left the 
victim with several frac- 
tured facial bones. Dokos is 
also accused of assaulting 
another man. 

The terms of Dokos’s 
release were decided on July 
7. Judge Daniel Crane of 
Lowell District Court deter- 
mined Dokos was not a dan- 
ger to society but increased 
his bail from $25,000 to 


$50,000, which his family 
posted later that same day. 

The terms of Dokos’s 
release stipulate that he will 
be held under house arrest 
and fitted with a GPS 
device, which will alert 
police if he enters 
Tewksbury. He will be 
allowed to leave his home 
weekdays between the hours 
of 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. for his job 
in Lowell and so he can go to 
the gym. 

Judge Crane also issued a 
stay away order preventing 
Dokos from contacting any 
witnesses except for his best 
friend and girlfriend. In the 
police report, several wit- 
nesses cited being in fear of 
Dokos as a reason why they 
did not want to give state-

Dokos must also attend 
weekly probation meetings 
and submit to random drug 
and alcohol screenings. 

He is due back in court for 
a pre-trial hearing on July 
27 at Lowell District Court. 

Dokos turned himself in to 
Tewksbury Police on July 4 
after learning they were 
searching for him in connec- 
tion with the alleged attack 
that took place at a house 
party on Judique Road on 
July 2. 

At that time, he was 
charged with one count of 
assault and battery result- 
ing in serious bodily injury 
and one additional count of 
assault on another victim. 

The Dokos family main- 
tains Broc ‘is the victim of 
bullying and jealousy from 
his fellow teammates and 
other town residents. They 
claim the victim had made a 
song insulting Broc.

The sandy beach is flat and 
small enough to keep an eye on 
little ones, but has rocks and 
climbing opportunities that will 


keep older kids engaged. There 
is abundant sea and tide pool 
activity, loads of birds, and a 
handful of busy groundhogs 
around. 

A series of pavilions are avail- 
able for your picnic or can be 
reserved for special occasions. 

The Common is a popular spot 
for formal events, including wed- 
dings, as well as youth camps, 
and family photo sessions. 

There is a modest fee per per- 
son for out of state visitors. On 
your way to Great Island you 
may pass the locally famous 
Wentworth by the Sea hotel in 
Portsmouth, a designated his- 
toric hotel. It was constructed in 
1874 and served as one of the 
premier coastal hotels in New 
Hampshire, hosting such famous 
celebrities as Gloria Swanson, 
Prince Charles, and President 
Harry Truman through its 
strongest years. 

After falling into disrepair, the 
hotel was rescued by a local 
“friends” group and ultimately 
renovated and now run as a lux- 
ury four start hotel by Marriott, 
returning the Wentworth to its 
grand hotel status. 

The hotel is known for its 
Sunday brunch and Mother’s 
Day brunch in the grand ball- 
room. New Castle is also home 
to Fort Constitution, established 
in 1631 as Fort William and 
Mary, and the remains of the 
Walbach Tower. This unusual 
fortress structure was never 
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used but rather designed as a 
way to intimidate the British in 
anticipation of the British creat- 
ing a blockade in Portsmouth 


“harbor. 


During the War of 1812, British 
warships were attacking some 
towns in Maine and there was 
fear that New Hampshire 
coastal towns would be next. 
New Castle was well positioned 


with its eastern ocean side face, 
and the Piscataqua River on the 
other, to protect the coastline. 
The structure was built in 1814, 
purportedly in one day. Cannon 
positioned on top, caissons in 
the windows, the tower, called a 
round Martello tower, must 
have served its purpose well. 
The British never attacked. The 
Fort is next to a U.S.Coast 


Guard station so is only accessi- 
ble during certain hours.

top Tewksbury Americans 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
TEWKSBURY - In a battle 
of friends and more impor- 
tantly bragging rights, it was 
the: Tewksbury 10-year-old 
National All-Stars prevailing

‘The win for the Nationals 
made it a clean sweep of 4-0 
in'the District 14 bracket and 
for: ‘that the team was 
crowned the District 
Champions, the first of any 
Tewksbury Youth Baseball 
team since 2012.

“In the short time that the 
kids were able to get togeth- 
er (before the tournament 
started and to do this well) is 


unbelievable,” said 
Nationals' coach David 
Forgione. “We only had 
about four practices before 
the tournament started and 
the kids just did a great job. 
Everyone was committed, 
kids came back for games 
during their vacations and 
it's just a great job by every- 
one. 

“T knew we had a good 
team to be honest, but I did- 
n't think we would go 4-0. 
There's a lot of talent here, a 
lot of talent. Our offense has 
been really good and Matt's 
pitching today was-unbeliev- 
able. And our defense was 
good when they put the ball 
in play. I've been telling 
them since the beginning to 
get the three outs and don't 


give teams five outs.

~ North Reading notched two 
runs in the top of the first 
inning and the Wildcats 
offense was hit with two outs 
after. their first two at-bats. 

‘But. the game started shift- 
ing., gears when Dom 
Gabardi reached first on a 
walk, Gabardi advanced to

North Reading’s retaliation 
was quickly put down, and 
the. offensive momentum 
kept rolling.

But North Reading had no 
intention of letting the game 
go that easy.

Wilmington immediately 
moved to reclaim and 
rebuild their lead in the bot- 
tom of the third. Stokes led 
off with a single, followed by 
another single by Misuraca. 
Misuraca beat the throw by 
a fraction of a section to be 
safe at first. A single by 
Owen White kept the bases 
moving, and another hit for 
Roque drove Stokes home. 
Ardito drove home two runs 
with a single, while Gabardi 
sent Jack Farrell home with 
another hit. By the end of 
the third, Wilmington had 
established a 9-6 lead. 

A home run by Gabardi in 
the bottom of the fifth put 
that lead at 11-6. 

But in the final inning, 
North Reading made a last 
ditch effort at tying up the 
game, and for a while it 
seemed that the team was on 
the verge of a collapse.

Wilmington first defeated

NORTH READING- The 
Wilmington 11-year-old tour- 
nament baseball team 
paved the way to the 
District 13 Championship 
with their 13-4 victory over 
Woburn on Wednesday 
night.
